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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Re claims 1-24, the feature of the element fabricated of heat conductive material and 
extending along the length between the first and second location and turning at the second 
location to form the extension that extends at the predetermined distance along the width of the 
pole, in combination with the other limitations present, are neither disclosed nor taught by the 
prior art of record.

Re claims 26-28, the feature of the element fabricated of heat conductive material and 
having the first non-planar surface adjacent to the two intersecting pole surfaces, in combination 
with the other limitations present, are neither disclosed nor taught by the prior art of record.
